FOREWORD 


In  the  fall  of  1951  a  request  was  made  by  Dr.  G.  E. 
Reaman  for  a  historical  note  concerning  the  Klinck  family  to 
be  included  in  a  book  which  he  was  preparing  on  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Germans  and  Plain  Folk  in  Ontario.  Specifically,  he 
asked  "where  they  (our  own  family)  originated  in  Eurone,  the 
date  and  place  of  their  emigration  to  Pennsylvania  and  from 
Pennsylvania  to  Ontario.”  Unfortunately  this  information 
could  not  be  supplied.  The  recuest  did,  however,  direct 
attention  to  the  regrettable  lack  of  information  concerning 
our  Klinck  forefathers,  and  it  wras  a  resolve  to  discover 
something  about  our  ancestors  which  ultimately  led  to  the 
preparation  of  this  7;histcry”. 

Since  Harry  Osborne  Klinck  of  Stouffville,  Ontario, 
was  nearer  the  sources  of  information,  it  was  left  to  him 
to  search  the  records  in  Ontario.  He  has  toiled  assiduously 
in  supplying  facts  concerning  our  branch  of  the  family. 


In  1952  it  was  learned  that  a  cousin,  Vernon  Edward 
Klinck  of  Buffalo,  Hew  York,  had,  over  the  years,  been  engaged 
in  a  similar  study  of  his  branch  of  the  family.  Upon  hearing 
of  our  common  quest  he  voluntarily  contributed  much  invaluable 
material.  Since  that  time  the  members  of  the  trio  have, 
chiefly  by  means  of  correspondence,  devoted  themselves 
energetically  to  the  acouiring  and  recording  of  authentic  in¬ 
formation  .concerning  their  early  forbears.  It  is  honed  that 
the  following  pages  will  he  regarded  as  the  preliminary  to  a 
more  comprehensive  history  yet  to  be  written  concerning 
this  pioneer  family.

Likewise,  the  family  Bible  of  Zillah  Klinck  McMurtrie, 
who  was  a  daughter  of  Elizabeth  Brown  Grant  Klinck,  gives 
1782  as  the  date  of  Elizabeth’s  birth.  The  lengthy 
obituary  in  the  Princeville  Telephone  of  Oct.  26,  1887, 
st  at  ed : 

"Mrs.  Elizabeth  Klinck  -  died  in  Princeville 

Oct.  22,  1887,  being  but  tv.ro  days  short  of 
105  years  of  age." 

In  reply  to  a  letter  of  enquiry  as  to  the  date  of  Mrs, 
Elizabeth  Id  inch’s  death,  the  Princeville  Masonic  Lodge, 
in  a  letter  of  May  19,  1953,  says:  "She  died  in 
Princeville  Oct.  22,  1887,  two  days  before  her  105th 
birthday." 

It  is  upon  these  authorities  that  the  year  1782  has  been 
accepted  as  the  authentic  date  of  Elizabeth  Brown  Grant 
Klinck’ s  birth.

PERSONAL  NOTES  CONCERNING  CERTAIN  EARLY  ES SRS  OF  THE  KLINCK  FAMILY 


GEORGE  KLINCK,  Senior  ( -  -  late  in  1011  or  early  in  1012)  and 

CATHERINE  GRAHAM  (?)  ( - 1638) 

The  first  Klinck  in  our  family  to  be  recorded  in  this  study  is  George 
Klinck,  Senior,  viho  died  late  in  1811  or  early  in  1812.  In  every  case  a 
direct  relationship  has  been  established  between  him  and  all  those  bearing 
the  name  who  are  recorded  in  detail  in  this  "family  tree5’. 

As  previously  indicated,  comparatively  little  is  known  of  George  Klinck, 
Senior,  The  date  of  his  birth,  the  time  of  his  marriage,  and  the  exact  date 
of  his  death  have  not  been  ascertained,  nor  has  it  been  definitely  established 
that  the  surname  of  his  wife,  Catherine,  ms  "Graham”.  From  his  will  which 
was  drawn  up  on  August 17,  1811,  recorded  on  June  5th,  1812,  and  probated  on 
June  6th,  1812,  we  learn  the  names  of  his  children  and  the  manner  of  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  his  estate,  which  ms  considerable.  This  lengthy  legal  document 
is  so  admirably  drawn  and  so  clearly  reveals  something  of  the  character  of 
the  man,  that  a  full  copy  has  been  incorporated  in  the  Appendix. 

Munsell ’ s  "Collections  on  the  History  of  Albany  -  From  its  Discovery 
to  the  Present  Time",  Volume  I,  in  giving  an  account  of  the  organization  of 
"The  United  Presbyterian  Church"  in  180C,  refers  to  George  Klinck  as  being 
elected  a  member  of  the  first  board  of  trustees.  From  the  time  of  its  estab¬ 
lishment  this  church  was  known  as  the  Scotch  Church  because  the  pastor  and 
most  of  those  in  the  congregation  were  emigrants  from  Scotland. 

The  only  member  of  the  frmily  concerning  whom  we  have  any  considerable 
amount  of  information  is  L  onard  Klinck  ( 17.<  5-1852)  .  After  the  death  of  the’ 
father  the  family  scattered  \ldely.  Munsell *s  Annals  of  Albany ,  Volume  9, 
page  175,  states,-  ''November  21,  i*irs,  Catherine,  wife  of  George  Klinck, 

died  in  Net;  York  and  was  buried  in  Albany."

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JAMES  BRQmJ  (1752-1844)  and  MARY  IvIARR  (1756-IG45) 

James  Brown  wa s  born  at  Taunton,  in  Somersetshire,  England,  in 
1752.  As  a  young  man  he  joined  the  English  navy  and  in  that  service 


took  part  in  the  American  Revolutionary  War.  In  1779  he  married  Mary 
Marr  of  Pennsylvania.  There  were  ten  children  by  this  marriage  all  of 
whom  lived  to  an  advanced  age.  Their  daughter,  Elizabeth,  and  seven  of 
her  brothers  ana  sisters,  were  born  in  Upper  Mount  Bethel  Township, 
Northampton  County,  Pennsylvania. 

According  to  the  record  of  the  Brown  family  in  the  possession  of  Mrs, 
Ira  Brown  of  Claremont,  Ontario,  the  youngest  child  of  James  Brown  and 
Mary  Marr  was  James  (1801-1890) .  James,  Junior,  was  born  in  the  State  of 
New  York  on  May  2,  1801.  C.  Blackett  Robinson  in  his  "History  of  Toronto 
and  York  County”  states  that  James  Brown,  Junior,  was  born  at  Niagara  in 
1801.  With  authorities  agreeing  as  to  the  year  of  birth  of  James  Brown’s 
youngest  son  but  differing  as  to  whether  he  was  born  in  the  United  States 
or  Canada,  the  writers  have  been  unable  to  determine  whether  James  Brown 
emigrated  to  Canada  West,  which  is  now  Ontario,  late  in  1800  or  early  in 
1801.  The  later  date  is  favored  since  it  is  known,  that,  after  spending  a 
short  time  at  Niagara- on-the-Lake,  he  and  his  wife  settled  in  the  eastern 

part  of  Markham  Township,  York  County,  Ontario,  where  land  registry  records 

/ 

show  that  he  was  a  patentee  in  1801.  James  died  at  the  age  of  ninety-two, 
Mary  at  the  age  of  eighty-eight.  Presumably  both  were  buried  in  Markham, 
but  as  the  location  has  not  been  determined,  it  is  assumed  by  some  that  they 
had  returned  to  the  United  States. 


Mary  Marr’s  family  emigrated  from  Pennsylvania  to  Canada  West  in  1800. 
After  residing  at  Niagara  for  a  year  they  settled  on  Lot  14,  Concession  9, 
in  the  Township  of  Markham.

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CALVIN  GRANT  (1777-1805)  and  ELIZABETH  BROUN  (1782-1887) 

In  1802,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  Elizabeth  Brown  married  Calvin  Grant 
of  Niagara,  Ontario.  There  were  two  children  by  this  marriage,  Hannah  and 
John.  Because  of  the  part  which  John  took  in  the  Upper  Canada  Rebellion 
of  1837,  he  ms  banished  to  Van  Diemen’ s  Land.  After  being  pardoned  by 
Queen  Victoria,  he  returned  to  Upper  Canada. 

Mrs,  Maud  Riel  Hanson  of  Bloomington,  Illinois,  has  in  her  possession 
a  press  clipping  from  Harrison  County,  Kentucky,  dated  September,  1882,  in 
which  the  following  statement  appears:  "Calvin  Grant  ms  a  brother  of 
Jesse  Grant,  the  father  of  General  Ulysses  Grant." 


LEONARD  KLE'ICK  (1785-1852) _  and  ELIZABETH  BROUN  GRANT  (1782-1887) 

Leonard  Klinck,  the  son  of  George  ICLinck,  Senior  ( -  -  late  in  1811 

or  early  in  1812)  and  Catherine  Graham  (?)  ( - -  1828)  was  born  in  Albany , 

New  York,  on  January  14,  1785.  Comparatively  early  in  life  he  emigrated  to 
what  is  now  Ontario  where,  in  1806,  he  married  Elizabeth  Brown  Grant*  There 
were  nine  children  by  this  union. 

After  their  marriage  Leonard  and  his  wife  took  up  land  on  the  East  3ide 
of  Markham  Township,  York  County,  Ontario,  Here  they  lived  until  1847  when  - 
they  returned  to  Troy,  New  York.  From  Troy  they  moved  to  Princeville^  Illinois, 
in  1849,  Priscilla  Law  Grant  (1834-1910)  of  Richmond  Hill,  Ontario,  in  one 
of  her  poems  referred  to  Leonard  returning  to  the  land  of  his  birth  in  1847* 
Masonic  records  in  Princeville,  Illinois,  definitely  establish  the  facts  of 
his  birth  and  early  residence  in  New  York  State,

A  letter  from  the  secretary  of  Richmond  Lodge  No,  25,  Ontario,  Canada, 
dated  Nov.  22,  1915  says:  "On  February  19,  1846,  Brother  Leonard  Klinck  was 
appointed  secretary  until  St,  John’s  Day  when  he  was  re-appointed,.  He  . 
became  Sr,  Harden  December,  1847,  and  the  last  tine  he  attended  Richmond 
Lodge  was  Septc  7,  18480’  The  early  records  of  this  lodge  were  also 
destroyed  by  fire.  A  letter  from  R.  L.  Gunn,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  says:  "Our  records  shoe:  that  Bro.  Leonard  Klinck,  age  60, 
gate  keeper,  residence  York,  vas  initiated  on  April  20th,  passed  on  May  26th, 
and  raised  on  June  25th,  1825  in  Richmond  Lodge,  Richmond  Hill,  Canada,  then 
under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  now  No.  25,  on  the  roll  of  this  Grand  Lodge.’’ 

The  writer,  after  a  correspondence  covering  several  months,  with 
secretaries  'and  grand  secretaries  of  chapters  in  both  Canada  and  New  York, 
utterly  failed  to  find  when  or  where  Companion  Klinck  received  the  degrees 
of  Royal  Arrh  Masonry,  He  was  undoubtedly  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  otherwise  he 
could  not  have  been  admitted  into  the  Commandery. 

A  Knight  Templar’s  certificate  issued  by  the  Grand  Commandery  of  New 
York,  and  now  in  possession  of  Mrs.  Charles  Collins  of  Castleton,  Ill,, 
says  that  "B^o.  Leonard  Klinck  received  the  following  orders  and  degrees  of 
Knighthood  in  Apollo  Encampment  No.  15,  K.  T.  ,  Troy,  N.  Y. :  Order  of  the 
Red  Cross,  Knights  Templar,  Knights  of  Malta,  Knight  of  the  Christian  Mark 
and  Knight  of  the  Holy  Sepulcher.  The  certificate  is  signed  by  Stephen  C. 
Leggett,  recorder,  and  is  dated  September  29,  1847.  The  certificate  does  not

show  when  the  brother  took  the  decrees  of  Knighthood ,  but  the  writer 
having  written  the  recorder  of  Apollo  Command ery  for  this  information 
received  his  reply  ’under  date  of  August  26,  1316,  in  which  he  says:  "In 
searching  for  the  desired  information,  I  find  that  Sir  Leonard  Kiinck 


received  the  orders  of  Knighthood  in  Apollo  Gomandery  No. 
September  30,  1847  and  removed  from  Troy,  N.  Y.  in  1849."

He  also  says:  "He  have  searched  the  register  of  Apollo  Chapter 
R.  A.  M.  but  fail  to  find  his  name  mentioned  nor  do  we  find  any  record 
in  the  commandery  register  as  to  what  chapter  he  did  belong." 


In  ^1808  Bro.  Kiinck  ms  married  to 
maiden  name  vias  Brovm.  Grant,  her  first 
Kiinck,  as  she  was  familiarly  known,  was 
eleven  by  her  second  husband.  She  was  a 
reader  of  the  Bible.  In  fact,  she  read

Bro.  Kiinck1 s  funeral  in  1852,  being  the  first  one  of  its  kind  here, 
was  a  noteworthy  event.  Masons  came  from  adjoining  towns  in  all  directions 
and  the  local  residents  turned  out  in  force,  partly  from  curiosity.  Those 
who  were  there  told  in  after  years  how  men  and  T'omen  stood  on  the  vTagon 
seats  to  get  a  better  view  of  the  ceremonies.

Leonard  Kiinck  married  Elizabeth  Brown  Grant  in  1805, 
not  1808,  as  the  Masonic  Record  quoted  above  indicates. 

Calvin  Grant  was  buried- Nov.  15,  1805,  not  in  1806  as 
the  Masonic  Record  quoted  above  indicates. 

Referring  to  Leonard  Kiinck,  The  Marshall  County  Democrat,  news¬ 
paper  of  Lacon,  Illinois,  of  December  19,  1912,  Volume  LXV,  Number  12, 
stated:  "He  was  a  gentleman  of  refinement  and  excellent  educetion,  being  by 
profession  a  school  teacher  and  notary,  whose  services  were  greatly  in 
demand  as  a  counsellor  end  in  the  preparation  of  legal  papers."

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At  the  tine  of  the  birth  of  Leonard  Klinck  (1785-1852)  the  population 
of  Albany,  Nev:  York,  consisted  chiefly  of  Dutch  settlers  with  a  sprinkling 
of  English  and  Erench.  In  1790  there  was  but  one  family  in  Albany  by  the 
name  of  Klinck. 

Volume  5  of  Munsell f s  Annals  of  Albany,  in  referring  to  two  of  the 
children  of  George  Klinck,  Senior,  states  that  the  John  G.  Klinck  who  was 
listed  in  the  Albany  City  Directory  in  1813  was,  in  1853,  a  planter  in  Memphis, 
Tennessee.  His  sister,  Sarah,  according  to  her  father’s  will,  married  a  Ryan 
and  at  that  time  had  two  children,  Sarah  and  George. 

Volume  8  of  Huns  ell’s  Annals  states:  ’‘'Aug.  29,  1823,  Graham  Klinck, 
publisher  of  the  Directory,  died,  aged  30.”  In  the  same  volume  the  following 
item  appears:  "November  7,  1856,  George  Klinck,  a  native  of  Albany,  died  in 
Peterboro,  Madison  County,  New  York  State,  aged  66." 

When  the  first  Albany  City  Directory  ;.ns  published  in  1813,  it  contained 
the  names  of  Graham  Klinck  and  John  G.  Klinck.  For  the  vears  1882  and  1823, 
this  publication  was  compiled  by  Graham  Klinck  and  was  known  as  ’'Klinck1  s 
Albany  Directory".  The  Klinck  name  has  appeared  in  every  edition  of  the  Albany 
City  Directory  from  the  time  of  the  publication  of  the  first  volume  to  1849, 
the  last  year  checked  by  the  writers. 

Graham  Klinck’ s  ".rife,  Ann,  was  listed  in  the  Albany  City  Directory  from 


1824  to  1349.

ELIZABETH  BROVJN  GRALT  KLETCK  (1782-1887) 

Elizabeth  Brown  G-rant  KLinck  was  in  many  vrays  a  most  remarkable  woman . 
During  the  course  of  her  long  and  eventful  life  she  witnessed  the  close  of 
the  American  Revolutionary  !7ar,  saw  George  Washington  on  his  horse,  and  was 
two  years  old  when  Watt  invented  the  steam  engine.  The  War  of  1812-1314  and 
the  American  Civil  War  were  both  fought  in  her  time. 

In  1847  she  and  her  husband,  Leonard  KLinck  (1785-1852) ,  returned  to  the 
United  States.  For  thirty-seven  years  prior  to  her  death  she  was  a  member  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Princeville,  Illinois. 

Mrs.  finma  McMurtrie  Robinson  of  Lacon,  Illinois,  has  a  clipping,  probably 
from  a  Lacon  newspaper,  which  contains  the  following  item  concerning  Elizabeth 
’’The  day  before  her  death  she  took  a  long  walk  and  on  the  morning  of  the  day 
on  which  she  died  she  made  her  own  bed.” 

Perhaps  the  following  legendary  incident,  as  passed  on  by  v;ord  of  mouth 
for  five  generations  of  her  descendants,  best  illustrates  the  character  of 
this  remarkable  woman.  The  day  after  her  son  William  Graham  (1807-1892) 
was  born,  she  tramped  through  snow  to  obtain  water  from  the  creek,  then 
climbed  the  hill  and  did  the  washing. 

Two  photographs  of  Elizabeth  Bro;n  Grant  KLinck  are  in  the  files  of  the 
writers.  The  first  of  these  was  taken  when  she  was  105  years,  3  months,  old, 

the  second  at  the  age  of  104  years.  At  the  time  of  her  death  she  was  the 

oldest  resident  in  the  State  of  Illinois  as  well  as  the  oldest  recorded  member 

of  the  KLinck  family.  Her  tombstone  in  the  Princeville  cemetery  bears  the 

following  inscription: 

’'Elizabeth  Brown  Grant 
Wife  of 
Leonard  KLinck 
1782-1887

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GEORGE  LEONARD  KLINCK  ( ISO 9-1352)  and  IMAIti  (POLLY)  HORNER  (1519-1875) 

George  Leonard  Klinck  was  born  August  7,  1809  and  died  March  18,  1853. 
His  wife,  Mary  (Polly)  Horner,  was  born  April  2,  1819  and  died  May  30,  1875. 

On  the  original  tombstone  of  George  Leonard  Klinck  in  the  cemetery  at 
Victoria  Square,  Ontario,  and  in  Thomas  William  Klinck* s  family  Bible,  the 
name  is  recorded  as  I!George  L.”  The  name  of  his  wife,  Mary  (Polly)  Horner, 
is  entered  in  the  Horner  family  Bible  as  i?Polly,i  and  on  her  original  tomb¬ 
stone  at  Victoria  Square  as  "Mary".  (When  the  original  headstones  became 
broken,  they  were  replaced  by  a  single  stone  to  mark  the  graves  of  both 
ancestors. ) 

There  were  twelve  children  in  the  family  all  of  whom  married  with  the 
exception  of  the  eldest,  Peter,  who  died  in  infancy.  George  Leonard  resided 
on  the  Klinck  Home  Farm  at  Victoria  Square.  This  farm  of  one  hundred  acres 
originally  comprised  the  South  East  and  the  North  East  quarters  of  Lot  24, 
Concession  3,  Township  of  Markham. 

At  the  early  age  of  forty-three,  George  Leonard  was  killed  by  a  falling 
tree  when  his  youngest  child,  Thomas  William  Klinck  (1853-1927) ,  was  only 
forty-nine  days  old. 

The  names  of  the  eleven  married  children  of  George  Leonard  Klinck 
(1809-1353)  and  Mary  (Polly)  Horner  (1819-1375),  together  with  the  vital 
statistics  of  their  descendants,  have  been  recorded  in  the  form  of  ten 
brochures,  one  for  each  of  the  branches  of  the  original  family  who  have 
completed  their  reports.

The  McMurtrie  family  Bible  gives  August  5,  1809,  as  the  date  of 
George  Leonora  Klinck* s  birth.  The  Klinck  family  Bible  and  the

ZILLAH  KLHICK  (1311-1912)  and  CQUKTLAIID  McMUETRIE  (1812-1876) 
Zillah  Klinck  was  bom  on  the  eighth  Concession  of  Markham  on 
October  18,  1811.  On  August  15,  1835,  she  was  married  to  Courtland  McMurtrie 
(May  30,  1812  -  September  26,  1876)  .who  was  born  in  the  State  of  New  York  of 
Scott ish -American  parents.  The  young  couple  moved  to  Chicago  in  1836.  About 
1840  they  went  to  Peoria.  Eight  years  later  they  took  up  residence  in 
Princeville  and  finally  settled  in  Lacon,  Illinois  in  1354.

In  The  Newmarket  Era  of  July  26,  1912,  there  appeared  a  poem  written 
by  Priscilla  Law  Grant  in  memory  of  Graham  Klinck  (1830-1911)  in  which 
reference  is  made  to  Graham’s  sister,  Zillah,  in  these  words: 

”A  sister  will  this  present  year  attain 
A  hundred  years  and  one."

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ELIZABETH  KLINCK  (1814-1899)  and  -  ABRAHAM  LAW  (1806-1865) 

Abraham  Law,  who  became  the  husband  of  Elizabeth  Klinck  (1814-1899) , 
was  born  in  Pennsylvania  in  1806  and  came  with  his  parents  to  Canada  at 
the  age  of  eighteen.  He  first  settled  near  Stouffville,  Ontario,  but  about 
the  year  1836  he  moved  to  Richmond  Hill  xvhere  for  many  years  he  was  Justice 
of  the  Peace.  In  1873  he  became  the  first  reeve  of  the  village.  Elizabeth 
Klinck  was  born  on  January  22,  1814,  and  died  September  2,  1899. 

There  were  fourteen  children  in  the  Law  family.  Although  the  order 
of  births  is  not  known  to  the  writers,  the  names  of  the  sons  were  as  follows 
Robert,  Theodore,  George  Washington,  Wellington  Jeffers,  and  Lardner  L.  The 
names  of  the  daughters  were  Priscilla,  Mary  Margaret,  Arminda  Myrtle, 
Catherine,  Sarah,  Harriett  A.,  Harriett,  Lucinda,  and  Lucetta. 

Priscilla  married  Jesse  Grant  (1851-1923).  Lucetta  married  Amos  Wright 
Their  son,  Osmond,  is  deceased.  His  widow  resides  in  Richmond  Hill  as  did 
also  the  Grants  and  the  senior  Wrights. 

In  a  letter  to  Walter  Thompson  Klinck  (1868-1935)  Priscilla  Law  said: 

"I  am  the  only  Law  left  and  also  the  oldest  native  inhabitant."

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Mr.  and  Mrs.  Riel  lived  in  Canada  until  1850  when  they  went  to 
Ill  inois.  After  spending  a  short  tine  at  Peoria  they  moved  to  Princeville 
Township  where  they  purchased  a  farm.  Both  were  buried  in  the 
Princeville  cemetery. 

CATHERINE  KLINCK  (1819 - ) 

Catherine  Klinck  was  born  on  December  9,  1819.  No  further 
information  respecting  her  has  been  obtained. 

NOTE:  The  McMurtrie  family  Bible  gives  the  date  of  Catherine 
KLinckTs  birth  as  December  29,  1819.  The  family  Bible 
of  the  Grants  or  Wrights  of  Richmond  Rill,  Ontario, 
records  December  9  as  does  also  Vernon  E.  Klinck1  s 
original  "tree".  December  9  has,  therefore,  been  accepted, 

SARAH  KLEJCK  (1821-1858)  and  HENRY  AYLINO  (1821-1874) 

Sarah  Klinck  was  born  on  December  26,  1321  and  died  on  January  12, 

1858.  Her  husband,  Henry  Ayling,  was  a  minister.  He  was  born  January 
22,  1821,  and  died  February  16,  1874.  Sarah  and  her  husband  lived  in 
Ill  inois.  Both  were  buried  in  Princeville,  Illinois.  They  had  a  son, 

Charles  W.  Ayling,  who  was  also  a  minister. 

LEONARD  KLINCK  (1824-1914)  and  SARAH  HEAR  (1898-1831) 

This  Leonard  Klinck,  who  was  a  brother  of  George  Leonard  Klinck 
(1809-1853),  was  born  on  May  13,  1324.  On  October  25,  1849,  he  married 
Sarah  Wear.  For  some  years  they  lived  at  Little  Rock,  Arkansas.  Later,  they 
moved  to  Princeville,  Illinois,  and  from  there  they  went  to  Nebraska  in  1889. 
Leonard  and  his  wife  had  five  sons,  namely,  Melvin,  Douglas  Stephen,  Francis 
Marion,  Elgin  C. ,  and  Wellington  (1857-1063).  They  also  had  a  daughter,  Ella, 
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who  is  thought  to  have  married  a  ,fCollinsiy,  but  not  Charles  Albert  Collins. 
Leonard  remained  a  British  subject.  He  died  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri  and 
was  buried  in  Princeville  Township  cemetery,  Illinois,  on  September  25,  1914. 
His  wife  died  on  March  18,  1881. 

The  children  of  Elgin  C.  ICLinck  are:  Hoyt,  Elden,  Darryl,  Elgin  C., 
Vivian  and  Rhonda.  Vivian  married  a  Bernes  and  Rhonda  married  a  Yarter. 

GRAHAM  KLDTCK  (1850-1911)  and  SARAH  ELIZABETH  ALEXANDER  (1841-1918) 

Graham  Klinck  was  bom  in  Richmond  Kill,  Ontario.  In  1359  he  married 
Sarah  Elizabeth  Alexander  who  was  born  February  22,  1841.  By  this  marriage 
there  were  five  children  -  two  sons  and  three  daughters.  One  son  died  in 
infancy;  the  other  is  Xnowlton  G.  of  Knoxville,  Illinois.  The  daughters  were 
Nettie  Rosetta,  Minnie,  and  Ruby  J. 

Kn owl ton  G.  had  four  children,  Juanita,  Willard,  John  and  Mercedes. 

Nettie  Rosetta  ms  bom  on  January  2,  1860.  On  September  8,  1880,  she 
married  Charles  Albert  Collins.  They  had  two  sons,  Charles  Albert  Jr.,  and 
Roscoe  who  died  in  infancy.  Her  husband  died  on  May  27,  1923.  She  herself 
passed  away  at  her  home  in  Castleton,  Illinois,  on  June  19,  1930. 

Minnie,  who  married  Halter  F.  Boyes,  of  Galesburg,  Illinois,  had  two 
children,  Norma  and  Herbert. 

Ruby  J. ,  of  Frinceville,  Illinois,  was  born  in  1873  and  died  in  1937. 

She  remained  unmarried. 

On  March  27,  1911,  Graham  died  in  Castleton,  Illinois,  at  the  home  of  his 

daughter,  Mrs.  Charles  Albert  Collins.  The  funeral  was  conducted  by  his 

nephew  -  Rev.  Charles  Ayling.  Graham  was  interred  in  the  Princeville 

Township  Cemetery  on  March  29,  1911.  His  wife  died  on  July  27,  1918,  and 
was  buried  in  the  Princeville  cemetery. 
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Two  authorities  state  that  Graham  died  on  March  11,  1911;  two  give 
March  27,  1911,  as  the  date;  the  inscription  on  his  tombstone  reads  1912, 
while  the  Princeville  Masonic  Ledge  records  that  he  was  buried  on  I.Ierch 
29th,  1911.  It  would  appear  that  March  27,  1911,  is  the  most  probable  date. 

NOTE:  Much  of  the  above  information  was  taken  from  a  news  story 

which  appeared  in  the  Princeville  Telephone,  Volume  42, 

Number  15,  in  the  year  1918.  This  item  is  now  in  the 
possession  of  Knovdton  G.  Klinck  of  Knoxville,  Illinois. 

NOTE  Concerning  the  Genealogical  Statements  of  the  Descendants, 
for  Live  Generations,  of  GEORGE  LEONARD  KLINCK  (1809-1855)  and 
MARY  (POLLY)  HORNER  (1819-1875) 

A  detailed  statement  giving  the  dates  of  the  births,  marriages  and 
deaths,  for  five  generations,  of  the  descendants  of  the  married  members  of 
the  family  of  George  Leonard  Klinck  (1809-1853)  and  Mary  (Polly)  Horner 
(1819-1875)  has  not  been  entered  in  this  record.  This  statistical  information 
has  been  compiled  and  issued  in  the  form  of  brochures  -  one  for  each  of  the 
ten  contributing  branches  who  have  completed  their  report  to  date.  The  first 
of  these  was  "issued  in  November,  1952,  the  last  one  in  April,  1955.  The  only 
record  of  the  married  members  of  the  original  family  which  remains  unfinished 
is  that  relating  to  Daniel  Klinck  and  his  descendants.  Each  of  the  principal 
collaborators  in  the  preparation  of  the  completed  statements  has  received  a 
copy  of  the  brochures  to  which  he  or  she  has  been  a  contributor. 

The  material  contained  in  the  brochures  referred  to  has  not  been  included 
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in  these  pages  because  of  the  great  amount  of  space  it  would  occupy  in 
this  general  outline  of  the  "history"  of  the  Klinck  family,  t/hen  taken 
in  conjunction  with  the  present  statement,  however,  the  brochures  con¬ 
stitute  a  valuable  reference  work  for  those  who  are  interested  in  their 
family  relationships  whether  by  marriage  or  by  direct  descent.

METHOD  OF  APPROACH  TO  THE  STUDY  OF  THE  EARLY  RECORDS  0? 

THE  KLUTCK  FAMILY  HI  CANADA  AMD  THE  UNITED  .STATES 
In  these  studies  two  distinct  approaches  were  made  to  the  subject.  One 
of  these  was  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  earliest  members  of  this  family 
of  whom  we  have  any  record  lived  in  the  State  of  New  York;  the  other  presupposed 
that  the  progenitors  of  that  branch  of  the  Klinck  family  now  living  in  Canada, 
principally  in  York  County,  Ontario,  came  from  Pennsylvania.  Vernon  Edward 
Klinck  (1904-  )  of  Buffalo,  New  York,  approached  the  subject  primarily  from 

the  New  York  State  angle;  Harry  Osborne  Klinck  (1895-  )  and  Leonard  Sylvanus 

Klinck  (1877-  )  began  their  study  from  the  Pennsylvania  end. 

The  first  national  census  in  the  United  States  was  taken  in  1790.  The 
census  books  of  each  of  the  original  thirteen  states  which  comprised  the  nation 
at  that  time  were  well  indexed,  and  these  Vernon  Edward  Klinck  checked  care¬ 
fully  for  general  information  concerning  "KLincks",  "Browns”  and  ”Marrs” ,  and 
particularly  for  the  varied  spellings  of  the  Klinck  name.  He  also  extended 
the  scope  of  his  research  to  include  official  records  in  Illinois,  Iowa, 

Nebraska  and  Ontario.  In  fact,  every  method  used  by  the  professional  investi¬ 
gator  was  employed  by  him  in  obtaining  and  interpreting  the  early  records  of 
the  Klinck  family.  Likewise,  libraries,  archives,  family  files,  land  registry 
office  records,  provincial  records  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  church 
records  of  births,  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials,  entries  in  family  Bibles, 
inscriptions  on  tombstones,  local  histories,  magazine  articles  and  newspaper 
statements,  minutes  of  fraternal  organizations,  etcetera,  were  freely  drawn  upon 
by  him.  To  become 
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acquainted  with  these  originel  source  materials  necessitated  vide  reading, 
extensive  correspondence,  much  travelling,  and  numerous  personal  interviews 
with  interested  and  informed  persons  who  generously  co-operated  by  committing 
to  writing  carefully  authenticated  information  on  the  subject. 

Up  to  the  present  time,  Vernon  Edward  Klinck  has  not  been  able  to  obtain 
authentic  information  concerning  our  branch  of  the  family  which  antedates  that 
of  George  Klinck,  Senior,  vino  was  the  father  of  Leonard  Klinck  {1755-1652). 
Practically  all  the  information  we  do  have  concerning  George  Klinck,  Senior, 
and  the  members  of  his  family,  with  the  exception  of  Leonard,  is  contained  in 
his  Will,  a  complete  copy  of  which  has  been  included  in  the  Appendix. 

•On  the  other  hand,  the  assumption  that  the  earliest  forbears  of  our 
branch  of  the  Klinck  family  came  from  Pennsylvania,  has  not  been  borne  out  by 
our  study  to  date.  Leonard  Klinck  (1735-1852)  of  Albany,  New  York,  is  still 
the  first  Klinck  of  whom  v;e  have  any  record  who  became  a  resident  of  Canada  Nest. 

The  procedure  followed  for  the  past  three  years  by  Harry  Osborne  Klinck 
(1885-  )  and  Leonard  Sylvanus  Klinck  (1877-  )  is  very  similar  to  that 

adopted  by  Vernon  Edward  Klinck  (1904-  ).  In  one  important  respect,  however, 

it  differs  materially  in  that  collaborators,  one  or  more  from  each  branch  of 
the  immediate  descendants  of  George  Leonard  Klinck  (1509-1853)  and  Mary  (Polly) 
Horner  (1819-1875) ,  have  assisted  the  writers  in  bringing  together  a  mass  of 
otherwise  unobtainable  information  concerning  the  descendants  of  ten  of  the 
eleven  married  members  of  this  couple.  (One  statement  remains  to  be  completed.) 
Dravjn  up  in  extended  semi-tabular  form,  this  rather  voluminous  body  of  personal 
data  records  the  names  of  practically  all  of  this  large  section  of  the  descen¬ 
dants  of  George  Leonard  Klinck  and  his  wife,  including  their  husbands  and  wives, 
together  with  the  dates  of  their  birth3,  marriages  and  deaths.

EARLIEST  OFFICIAL  CANADIAN  RECORDS  OBTAINED  CONCEPIirTO  THE  KLINCK  FAMILY 

The  earliest  official  Canadian  records  of  the  Klinck  family  and  their 
immediate  connections  known  to  the  writers  are  to  be  found  in  a  Church 
Register  which  antedates  vital  statistics  recorded  by  the  state.  These 
records  appear  in  the  Register  of  St.  Mark’s  Anglican  Church  at  Niagara- 
on-the-Lake,  in  what  is  now  the  Province  of  Ontario,  Prior  to  1813,  when 
the  village  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire,  ell  vital  statistical  infor¬ 
mation  in  the  community  was  recorded  either  in  St,  Mark’s  Anglican  Church 
or  in  St,  Andrew’s  Presbyterian  Church.  In  the  fire  both  edifices  were 
burned  and  the  records  in  St.  Andrew’s  were  lost.  Fortunately,  the 
Register  of  St.  Mark’s  was  kept  in  the  Rectory  and  was  saved.  It  is  due 
to  this  fortuitous  circumstance  that  there  has  been  preserved  some  of  the 
meagre  information  we  have  concerning  Calvin  Grant  (1777-1505)  and  his 
family,  such  as  the  exact  date  of  his  marriage  to  Elizabeth  Brown  (1782-1887) , 
the  date  of  his  burial,  and  the  date  of  the  baptism  of  their  daughter  Hannah. 

Thomas  William  Klinck  (1353-1927)  engaged  F.  L.  Button,  Solicitor, 
of  Stouffville,  Ontario,  to  look  up  the  registration  of  births,  marriages, 
deaths  and  nationalities  of  the  very  early  settlers  in  York  County,  Ontario, 
with  particular  reference  to  his  own  family  connections.  The  solicitor 
reported  that  no  official  records  of  such  matters  were  kept  in  the  early 
days  of  settlement  in  what  was  then  Canada  West.

CONCERNING  THE  KLINCK  FAMILY 


Through  Dr.  G.  E.  Re am an  of  Guelph,  Ontario,  some  interesting  infor¬ 
mation  was  obtained  from  records  in  the  United  States  regarding  possible 
ancestors  of  the  Klinck  family.  Under  date  of  December  31,  1951,  Dr. 
Reaman  wrote  as  follows: 

"I  believe  I  have  discovered  some  information  about  your  own  back¬ 
ground.  While  looking  through  the  Ship’s  Lists  of  emigrants  to 
Pennsylvania  I  came  across  two  references  to  the  Klincks  -  Jena, 
Andreas  Kliinck  and  Johann  Peter  Kliinck.  They  arrived  at  Phila¬ 
delphia  on  Wednesday,  November  10th,  1756.  I  shall  enclose  a  copy 
of  the  statement  as  it  appears. 

"From  this  Ship’s  List  I  turned  to  a  book  I  have  on  Somerset  County 
in  Pennsylvania  and  found  that  John  Klink  was  listed  in  the  tax 
report  of  Brothersvalley  Township,  Somerset  County,  in  1779 
as  owning  50  acres  of  lend. 

"In  the  tax  list  of  1783,  John  Klinck  was  listed  as  owning  150 
acres  of  land. 

"It  was  in  this  township  where  the  Reamans,  the  Keffers  and  the 
Cobers  settled.  My  own  ancestor  arrived  in  Philadelphia  in  1753 
and  in  1768  took  up  land  by  warrant  in  Somerset  County,  and  in 
1804  the  grandson  of  the  first  migrant  came  to  Vaughan  Township." 

Attached  to  this  letter  from  Dr.  Reaman  was  a  copy  from  the  Ship’s 

List  referred  to  in  the  above  quotation.  This  list  is  as  follows:

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Correspondence  with  officials  at  State  House,  Philadelphia, 
and  also  with  the  Register  of  Bedford  County,  Pennsylvania,  failed 
to  locate  a  Will  or  Deed  of  Record  of  Johann  Peter  Klunck  or 
Joha.

A  letter  of  enquiry  under  date  of  January  24,  1952,  was  then  sent 
to  the  Register  of  Wills  at  Somerset,  Pennsylvania.  The  reply  to  this 
request  was  as  follows: 

"In  reply  to  your  letter  of  January  24,  advise  you  that  we 
have  searched  our  records  and  can  find  only  one  estate  in  the 
name  of  John  Klink  (none  in  the  name  of  Klunck) ,  and  this  man 

died  in  1317. 

We  can  send  you  a  copy  of  a  petition  for  partition  in  this 
estate,  shoving  the  following  heirs:  Andrew  Clink,  John  Clink, 

Jacob  Clink,  Christ ena,  intermarried  with  Philip  Inf i el,  and 
Mary  intermarried  with  John  Infiel  upon  the  receipt  of  $2.00, 
or  a  copy  of  the  writ  of  partition  showing  the  following:  a 
widow  named  Martha  and  issue:  five  children,  to  wit:  your 
petitioner,  Andrew  Clink,  John  Clink,  Jacob  Clink,  Christ ena, 
intermarried  with  Philip  Infiel,  and  Mary,  intermarried  with 
John  Infiel,  upon  the  receipt  of  $3.00.  "

exactly  as  they  appear  in  the  Ur it  of  Partition. 


Promptly  upon  receipt  of  the  remittance,  the  Register  of  Mills 
and  Clerk  of  Orphans  Court  of  Somerset  County  sent  a  copy  of  an 
extended  legal  document  entitled  "Writ  of  Partition  re  the  Estate 
of  John  KLinck  dated  May  31,  1817."  This  statement,  when  greatly 
reduced  in  length  and  couched  in  non-legalist ic  terms,  has  been

Andrew  Clink,  eldest  son  and  heir  at  law  of  John  Klinck,  presented 
his  petition  praying  the  court  to  award  an  inquest  to  make  partition  or 
valuation  of  the  estate  comprising  five  farms  of  approximately  877  acres. 
The  petition  came  before  the  Court  on  May  81st,  1817.  Six  persons  were 
directly  interested  -  the  widow,  named  Martha,  and  five  children,  namely, 
Andrew,  John  and  Jacob  Clink,  Christena  intermarried  with  Philip  Infiel 
and  Mary  intermarried  with  John  Infiel. 

Whether  this  John  Klinck  was  related  to  George  Klinck,  Senior,  who 
died  late  in  1811  or  early  in  1812  and  was  the  first  Klinck  of  direct  con¬ 
nection  of  whom,  we  have  any  authentic  information,  is  rroblemat ical ,  but  at 
least  they  were  contemporaries.  Interest  in  John  Klinck  of  Pennsylvania 
was  further  increased  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  Leonard  Svlvanus  Klinck 
distinctly  remembers  hearing  his  father,  Thomas  William  Klinck  (1853-1927), 
speak  of  a  Klinck  in  Pennsylvania  whose  two  daughters  married  brothers  by 
the  name  of  Infiel.

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CONCERNING  THE  NATIONAL  ORIGIN  OF  THE  KLSTCK  FAIZLY 
Concerning  the  possible  origin  of  the  ICLinck  family,  the 
following  excerpt  from  "The  Pennsylvania  Dutch"  ,  by  Dr.  G.  E.  Reaman, 
as  it  appeared  in  The  Farmer1 s  Magazine  of  October,  1949,  is  of 


interest: 


"The  Pennsylvania  Dutch" 

"  In  making  a  study  of  these  Palatine  people  in 
Ontario,  one  finds  a  very  complicated  situation.  Por 
instance,  some  came  directly  from  Pennsylvania  into 
Ontario;  some,  like  the  Lutherans  and  Quakers,  were 
English  rather  than  German;  then,  too,  seme  came  from 
New  York  State,  having  come  directly  from  Europe  to 
that  state.  Others  had  lived  in  Holland  before  they 
came  to  America;  then,  again,  many  came  directly  from 
Europe  into  Ontario.  This  is  true  of  the  Amish,  who 
are. the  most  conservative  of  the  Mennonite  group.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that,  although  there  are  many 
Amish  in  Waterloo  County,  none  of  them  emigrated  from 
Pennsylvania;  all  came  directly  from  Europe,  Again, 
to  show  how  varied  in  belief  they  are,  one  lists 
under  the  heading  "Pennsylvania  Germans  and  other 
Plain  Folk"  such  groups  as  Lutherans,  Quakers, 
Huguenot  s ,  Moravians ,  Mennonit es ,  Ami sh ,  Dunkard s , 

All  these  groups  had  one  thing  in  common,  and  that 
is,  a  love  of  the  soil  which  has  made  them  out¬ 
standing  agriculturalists."

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INSCRIPTIONS  ON  TOMBSTONES 


Inscriptions  on  tombstones  in  Ontario  cemeteries  furnished  much 
valuable  information  not  otherwise  obtainable.  Burial  grounds  at  Victoria 
Square,  Dickson's  Hill  and  Stouffville  vrere  particularly  productive  of 
results.  Niagara-on-the-Lake ,  Aurora  and  Richmond  Hill  also  furnished  con¬ 
siderable  material.  The  cemetery  at  Princeville,  Illinois,  was  especially 
rich  in  information  concerning  early  members  of  the  Klinck  family.

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CONCERNING  THE  KLEJCK  NAME 


Concerning  the  KLinck  Name 

The  name  ’'KUnck”  ,  as  at  present  spelled,  does  not  occur  in  the 
records  of  the  State  House,  Philadelphia,  the  Registry  Office  in  Somerset 
County,  Pennsylvania,  the  Registry  Office  in  Bedford  County,  Pennsylvania, 
or  in  the  Central  Registry  Office  in  Switzerland.  It  is,  however, 
interesting  to  note  the  similarity  in  the  spelling  of  possibly  related 
names  in  these  places.  For  example,  the  following  names  occur: 

Klink,  Kling,  KLinke,  Klick,  Flunk,  KLdnck,  KLunck,  Clink,  and  Clunk. 

As  previously  stated,  the  name  ,;Klinck,?  has  appeared  in  the  Albany,  New 
York,  City  Directory  from  the  time  it  was  first  published  in  1313  down 
to  the  1849  volume,  which  was  the  last  one  the  writers  checked. 

Statement  from  the  Swiss  Minister  at  Ottawa  regarding 
the  Klinck  Name  -  February  15,  1953 

'“In  reply  to  your  letter  of  February  4th,  concerning  the 
origin  of  your  family,  I  wish  to  inform  you  that,  as  it 
is  presently  spelled,  your  surname  does  not  appear  in 
the  work  entitled  {iLes  Noels  de  femille  suisses”  published 
•  in  1940  by  the  Socidte  Suisse  d! etudes  gendalogio_ues,?  in 
collaboration  with  the  Central  Registry  Offices  in 
Switzerland. 

"It  is  interesting,  however,  to  note  the  similarity  of 
the  following  names  which  were  recorded  in  the  under¬ 
mentioned  communes  in  the  Nineteenth  Century: 

Kling  -  Geneva,  Basel,  Uster  (Zurich) . 

Klink  -  Zurich.

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Repetition  of  Christian  Names 

In  the  family  of  Leonard  Klinck  (1785-1852)  and  his  wife 
Elizabeth  Brown  Grant  Klinck  (1782-1887)  there  were  two  Grahams  - 
William  Graham  (1807-1892)  and  Graham  (1830-1911) ,  There  were  also 
two  Leonards  -  George  Leonard  (1809-1853)  and  Leonard  (1824-1914) . 

Such  repetition  of  names  in  the  same  family  occurred  quite  frequently 
in  other  families  although  usually  in  these  cases  the  first-named 
member  had  died  before  the  second  was  bom.  Further  examples  of  this 
practice  are  to  be  found  in  the  families  of  Augustus  Woodard  (1802-1856) 
and  of  Elizabeth  Klinck  Law  (1814-1899) »  This  custom  made  the  work  of 
preparing  certain  parts  of  this  statement  doubly  difficult,  A  case  in 
point  is  that  of  William  Graham  Klinck  (1807-1892)  who  was  almost  in¬ 
variably  referred  to  as  "William"  Klinck  and  this  without  giving  the 
date  of  his  birth. 

With  the  exception  of  Thomas  William  Klinck  (1853-1927)  there  is  no 
evidence  that  any  of  the  children  of  George  Leonard  Klinck  (1809-1853) 
and  his  wife  Mary  (Polly)  Homer  (1819-1875)  had  more  than  one 
"Christian"  name.

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CONCERTING  TH  PITAS  WILLIAM  KLINCK 

Lineage  of  Thomas  William  Klinck  (1853-1927)  on  the  Maternal  Side 

Thomas  William  Klinck’s  great  grandfather  on  his  mother1 s  side  vas 
Jacob  (?)  Fisher  who  came  from  Pennsylvania  to  Canada  West  in  1793. 

Jacob  Fisher  and  his  son  Jacob  Jr.  were  among  the  very  early  pioneers  in 
the  Township  of  Vaughan,  York  County,  Ontario,  father  and  son  having 
obtained  their  patents  in  the  year  of  their  arrival.  Jacob  (?)  Fisher  and 
his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  has  not  been  ascertained,  had  a  daughter 
Catherine,  who  married  Emanuel  Horner.  Their  daughter,  Mary  (Polly) 

Horner  (1819-1875) ,  married  George  Leonard  Klinck  (1809-1853)  and  became 
the  mother  of  twelve  children  of  whom  Thomas  William  Klinck  (1853-1927) 
was  the  youngest. 

Upon  the  death  of  her  husband,  Catherine  Fisher  Horner  married  Jacob 
Heise,  Both  were  advanced  in  years.  Jacob  Heise  was  the  father  of 
Christian  Heise  and  the  grandfather  of  Levi  Heise  of  Victoria  Square; 
also  of  Mrs.  Peter  Steckley  (Sarah)  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Steckley  (Leah)  . 

In  this  connection  the  following  quotation  taken  from  "The  Peterson 
Diary",  as  recorded  by  Dr.  A.  E.  Byerly  in  a  paper  given  before  the 
Pennsylvania  Folklore  Society  of  Ontario  in  1953,  is  of  interest: 

"Three  brothers,  John,  Jacob  and  Valentine  Fisher  came  over 
here  (Pennsylvania)  from  Upoer  Canada  to  get  us  to  go  to 
Canada.  At  that  time  we  lived  in  Allegheny  township, 

Somerset  County.  We  left  Feb.  10,  1819  and  arrived 
Vaughn  township,  York  County.*^

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KLINCK-HOKNER  RELATIONSHIPS 

Information  concerning  George  Leonard  Klinck  (1809-1853)  and  Mary 
(Polly)  Horner  (1819-1875)  and  their  descendants  appears  earlier  in  this 
statement  as  well  as  in  the  series  of  ten  brochures  which  have  been  issued 
as  separates.  (The  eleventh  is  in  course  of  preparation.) 

Emanuel  Horner  and  Catherine  Fisher  had  eight  children  in  addition 
to  Mary  (Polly) .  The  names  of  these,  though  not  arranged  in  the  order  of 
their  birth,  were  Abraham,  Daniel,  Emanuel,  Jacob,  Samuel,  Catherine, 

Susan  and  Elizabeth. 

Abraham  Horner  married  Rachel  Doner,  They  had  three  children, - 
Joshua  Caleb,  Rachel  Annie,  and  Joseph  Abraham.  Joshua  Caleb  Horner,  in 
turn,  became  the  father  of  Austin  Pemberton,  Wilber  Henry,  Leslie  Oliver 
Taylor,  Eunice,  and  Myrtle  Alexina. 

For  a  time  Abraham  Horner  resided  on  the  North  East  quarter  of  Lot 
24,  Concession  3,  Township  of  Markham.  Later  he  moved  to  Nottawasaga  and 
finally  to  Collingwood. 

Daniel  Horner  lived  in  Mimico,  Etobicoke  Township,  Ontario, 

He  had  three  children  -  a  son,  Frank,  and  two  daughters. 

Efaianuel  Horner,  Jr. ,  lived  on  the  Third  Concession  of  Markham 
Township,  Ontario. 

Jacob  Horner  lived  on  the  Third  Concession  of  Markham  Township,  Ontario, 
He  had  three  children  -  William,  Alice  and  Lizzie,  He  died  in  July,  1896. 

Samuel  Homer  had  three  daughters.  (?) 

Three  of  the  daughters  of  Emanuel  Homer  and  Catherine  Fisher  married 
into  the  Hilts  family.  Catherine  married  Godfrey  Hilts  and  became  the 
grandmother  of  Joseph  Hei3e  of  Heise  Hill,  Markham  Township;  Susan  married 
Christian  Hilts,  and  Elizabeth  married  John  Hilts.

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NOTES:  1.  Levi  Heise  of  Victoria  Square,  Ontario,  who  was  a 

near  neighbor  of  the  family  of  Emanuel  and  Catherine 
Horner,  is  authority  for  the  statement  that  the 
Homers  did  not  have  a  son  David,  but  that  one  of  the 
sons  was  named  Emanuel. 

2.  Mrs.  Joseph  Heise  of  Gomnley,  Ontario,  is  authority 
for  saying  that  Emanuel  and  Catherine  Homer  had 
four  daughters.  One  of  these,  Catherine  (Mrs. 

Godfrey  Hilts) ,  was  the  grandmother  of  Mrs.  Heise1 s 
husband. 


3.  It  will  be  noted  that  a  number  of  discrepancies  occur 
between  certain  of  the  statements  under  ,;Xlinck- 
Horner  Relationships’'’  and  those  recorded  in  the 
Horner  ’’Family  Tree;!  as  given  in  the  Appendix, 


Should  it  be  decided  to  trace  the  progenitors  of  this  branch  of  the 
Homer  family  beyond  that  of  Emanuel  Homer  and  Catherine  Fisher,  who  was 

the  daughter  of  Jacob  (?)  Fisher  and  his  wife - -  the  great  grandparents 

of  Thomas  William  Klinck  (1853-1927)  -  records  taken  from  Northampton  County, 
Pennsylvania,  might  prove  suggestive. 

From  the  writings  of  Dr.  Robert  Hays  Homer  and  other  historians  on  the 
early  settlement  of  Northampton  County,  Pennsylvania,  the  following  facts 
have  been  gleaned.  This  county  ivas  settled  largely  by  Scotch-Irish  (Ulster¬ 
men)  who  emigrated  from  the  North  of  Ireland  between  1720  and  1775  and  took 
up  land  in  Upper  Mount  Bethel  and  adjoining  townships.  Among  the  early 
settlers  was  James  Horner,  senior,  who  was  bom  in  County  Donegal  in  1711. 

He  emigrated  to  Northampton  County  in  1728  and  died  in  1793.  Lieutenant 
Jacob  Homer  is  another  member  of  this  family  to  whom  reference  is  made  by 
the  early  historians  of  Northampton  County. 

The  above  information  raises  the  interesting  possibility  of  there  being 
English,  Scotch,  Irish,  and  German  blood  in  the  lineage  of  Mary  (Polly) 

Homer  (1819-1875.)

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THE  KLEICK  HOME  FARM  AT  VICTORIA  SOLARS,  ONTARIO 

This  farm  of  100  acres,  which  is  officially  designated  in  the 
"Abstract  of  Title”  as  ”The  East  -J-  of  Lot  24,  Concession  3,  Township  of 
Markham",  originally  consisted  of  tiro  holdings  of  50  acres  each.  The 
earliest  Deed  relating  to  this  property  bears  the  date  of  1817,  at  which 
time  it  was  transferred  from  the  Crown.  After  changing  ownership  several 
times  in  rapid  succession,  this  tract  and  one  or  more  quarters  adjoining 
were  acquired  in  1818  by  Emanuel  Horner,  the  husband  of  Catherine  Eisher. 

In  1843,  the  South  East  quarter  of  this  property,  as  is  shown  by  the  "Abstract 
of  Title",  was  purchased  by  George  Leonard  Klinck  (1809-1853).  In  the  follow¬ 
ing  year,  1844,  Emanuel  Horner  sold  the  North  East  quarter  to  his  son, 

Abraham,  and  his  wife  Rachel  Doner.  Upon  the  death  of  Mary  (Polly)  Horner 
(1819-1875) ,  the  Executors  of  her  Estate  conveyed  both  of  the  above-mentioned 
quarters  to  her  youngest  son,  Thomas  William  Klinck  (1853-1927). 

When  Thomas  William  Klinck  retired  in  1906,  his  son,  Roscoe  Franklin 
Klinck  (1881-  )  acquired  the  farm;  and  upon  his  retirement  in  1937,  his 

son,  Ellis  Percival  Klinck  (1907-  )  assumed  the  management  of  the  home¬ 

stead.  Ownership  of  the  farm  passed  out  of  the  Klinck  family  in  1950. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  North  East  quarter,  when  purchased  by  Thomas- 
William  Klinck  (1853-1927)  in  1875,  consisted  of  a  little  more  than  50  acres, 
half  an  acre  having  been  acquired  from  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  half  section 
to  the  North  in  order  to  obtain  a  pine  shelter  belt  for  the  protection  of  the 
house  and  faim  buildings.  When  the  farm  was  sold  in  1950,  this  half-acre  lot 
was  included  in  the  purchase,  but  another  half-acre  lot,  situated  on  the  South 
East  corner  of  the  North  East  quarter  of  Lot  24,  on  which  a  cottage  had  been 
built,  was  not  included  in  the  transfer  to  the  present  owners  but  was  retained 
by  Roscoe  Franklin  Klinck.

CONCERNING  THE  BROUN  FAMILY 


Excerpt  from  a  letter  by  Dr.  G.  F.  R.  Richardson,  Nov, 6 ,  1953, 

together  with  Additional  Notes  concerning  Certain 

Members  of  the  Brown  Fami  1 y 

"William  Brown  was  the  name  of  Wilmot  Brown’ s  father. 

I  have  an  idea  that  William  v;as  the  name  of  his  grandfather. 

His  father,  i.e.  Wilmot  Brown’s  father  had  two  brothers  that 
I  knew,  one  was  named  John  R.  and  the  other  was  James  Brown 
and  he  was  Ross  Brown’s  grandfather.  Wilmot  Brown’s  grand¬ 
father  died  on  the  farm  of  Wilmot  Brown  and  I  feel  sure  he 
was  buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Dixons  Hill  on  the  eight  con¬ 
cession  of  Markham.  If  you  have  not  looked  over  that 
cemetery  I  would  advise  you  to  do  so.  Dr,  Duke  Lloyd  when 
visiting  Stouffville  alwrays  seemed  to  have  some  interest 
there  and  I  remember  Wilmot’ s  father  going  down  to  visit 
that  cemetery.  I  remember  seeing  a  special  sick  bed  in  the 
old  house,  they  said  that  the  grandfather  used  before  his 
death.  Dr.  Duke  Lloyd’s  mother  was  a  Brown  and  sister  of 
William  Brown."

William  Brown  (1780-1855) ,  the  eldest  son  of  James  Brown  (1752-1844) 
and  Mary  Marr  (1756-1845)  ,  lived  for  a  time  with  his  parents  near  Markham 
Village.  Ke  moved  to  Thornhill,  Ontario,  about  1802  where  he  resided  for 
a  considercble  period  but  was  not  buried  there.  This  village,  at  the  time 
of  the  Upper  Canada  Rebellion  of  1837  being,  to  William’s  way  of  thinking, 
a  Tory  hotbed,  he  moved  on,  probably  to  Dickson’s  Hill.  Here  one  of  his 
brothers  built  the  three-storey  grist  mill  -  a  most  substantial  structure 
which  only  comparatively  recently  was  renovated  and  greatly  reduced  in  size. 
Another  brother,  Joseph  (1790-1873) ,  built  a  large  brick  house  in  the  east 
end  of  Stouffville  which  in  1955  is  still  standing. 

Inscriptions  in  the  cemeteries  in  Dickson’s  Hill,  Thornhill,  Stouffville, 
and  Markham  Village  have  all  been  studied  carefully  but  as  yet  no  information 
has  been  obtained  as  to  the  burial  place  of  William  Brown  (1780-1855) ,  the 
eldest  brother  of  Elizabeth  Brown  Grant  Klinck. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  any  of  the  Browns  were  buried  in  either  the 
Thornhill  Cemetery  or  the  Anglican  cemetery  in  the  village.  As  the  original 
cemetery  which  was  established  in  1803  has  long  since  been  overgrown,  identi¬ 
fication  of  burial  plots  and  deciphering  of  inscriptions  is  well-nigh  impossible. 

William  Brown  (1780-1855)  had  two  sons,  James  and  William.  James,  in  turn, 
had  a  son  John  Johnston  Brown,  and  William  had  a  son  J.  Wilmot  Brown.  John 
Johnston  Brown  vas  the  father  of  Ross  Brown,  a  present  resident  of  Stouffville, 
Ontario.  J.  Wilmot  Brown  was  a  grand  old  man  and  keenly  interested  in  his 
forbears.  He  often  spoke  of  "Aunt  Grannie  Klinck",  that  is  Elizabeth  Brown 
Grant  Klinck  (1782-1887) ,  whom,  he  always  thought  of  as  his  great  aunt, 

Cecil  Brown  (1902-  )  and  Ira  Cecil  Brown  (1933-  )  both  live  near 


Stouffville.

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Ross  E.  Brown  and  his  son  Morley  live  in  Stouffville. 

Dr.  A.  C.  Lloyd’s  wife  was  a  sister  of  William  Broun  (1780-1855)  , 

John  Brown  (1799-1360)  and  James  Brown  (1801-1890),  Her  son,  Duke  Lloyd, 

M.D.,  died  in  California  March  3,  1889,  aged  57. 

Further  Extracts  from  the  Genealogy  of  the  Brown  Family 
in  the  Possession  of  Mrs,  Ira  Brown 

Information  concerning  James  Brown  (1758-1844)  and  Mary  Marr  (1756-1845) 
and  their  descendants  is  recorded  in  a  book  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Ira 
Brown  of  Claremont,  Ontario,  This  genealogy  Mrs.  Bro:n  kindly  made  available 
to  Harry  Osborne  ICLinck.  This  record  of  the  Brown  family  is  remarkable,  not 
only  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  it  contains  a  wealth  of  detailed,  authentic 
information  which  is  marked  by  an  almost  complete  absence  of  discrepancies, 
but  also  because  it  covers  a  period,  of  slightly  more  than  two  hundred  years, 
approximately  half  a  century  of  which  preceded  the  recording  of  vital 
statistics  by  the  state. 

These  unusual  features,  when  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  fact  that 
the  writers  of  this  ’’history”  are  the  direct  descendants  of  that  most  remar¬ 
kable  woman,  Elizabeth  Brown  Grant  Klinck  (1782-1887) ,  amply  justify  the 
inclusion  of  a  more  extended  reference  to  the  Brown  family  than  has  already 
been  indicated  in  these  pages.  Hence,  to  the  facts  already  recorded  concer¬ 
ning  James  Brown  (1752-1344)  and  Mary  Marr  (1756-1845)  and  their  family  as 
they  appear  on  pages  3,  4  and  11,  there  are  added  here  particulars  respecting 
the  family  of  James  Brown,  Jr.  (1801-1890)  together  with  three  charts  showing 
the  descent,  by  generations,  of  three  of  the  sons  of  James  Brown  and  Mary  Marr, 
namely,  William  (the  eldest)  ,  John,  and  James  (the  youngest) .  Information 
concerning  these,  as  it  is  recorded  in  Mrs.  Ira  Brown’s  book,  is  as  follows:

Jacob  Baker  ms  born  in  1770  in  Pennsylvania.  Ke  was  the  sixth  son 
of  Jacob  Baker,  Sr.,  who  had  a  family  of  thirteen  children.  Of  the 
thirteen,  eight  came  to  Canada  early  in  the  last  century  and  the  others 
remained  in  the  United  States. 

In  1602,  Jacob  Baker  settled  on  Lot  29  on  the  Second  Concession  of 
the  Township  of  Markham.  He  died  about  1811.  He  had  a  family  of  ten  of 
whom  seven  were  boys.  The  names  of  five  of  the  boys  were  as  follows: 
George,  Michael,  John,  Jacob  end  Samuel.  The  names  of  the  three  girls 
were:  Sadie,  Margaret  and  Phoebe.  Sadie,  the  eldest  of  the  family,  was 
born  in  1796.  The  last  named  died  in  infancy,  George  and  Michael, 
Margaret  and  John,  were  twins.  When  a  toy,  John  was  killed  by  a  falling 
tree. 

The  children  of  Samuel  Baker  were  David,  Samuel,  Christian,  John 
and  Elizabeth.  Elizabeth  married  Charles  D it  son.  They  had  five  children 
John,  Samuel,  Elizabeth,  Catherine  and  Mary. 

Samuel  Ditson  married  Martha  Klinck  (1845-1917) .  They  had  three 
sons  and  one  daughter  -  Louis  Albert,  Ernest  Aimer,  Thomas  William  and 
Mary  Elizabeth.

Correspondence  with  Dr,  Carl  F.  Klinck  of- The  University  of  Western 
Ontario,  London,  Ontario,  with  Miss  Luella  Klinck  of  Elmira,  Ontario,  and  also 
with  Miss  Pat  Klinck  of  Edmonton,  Alberta,  elicited  the  information  that 
none  of  their  branches  of  the  Klinck  family  is  directly  connected  with 
our  own. 

G.  H.  Klinck,  Jr.,  of  Union  University,  Albany,  New  York,  in  a  letter 
of  May  17,  1954,  addressed  to  Holt  Klinck  of  Los  Angeles,  California, 
stated  that  he  did  not  belong  to  our  branch  of  the  Klinck  family.  He 
himself  was  born  in  Charleston,  South  Carolina.  Kis  grandfather  was  bom 
in  Germany. 

There  are  numerous  Klincks  in  Buffalo,  New  York.  Most  of  those  inter¬ 
viewed  belong  to  a  family  of  wealthy  meat  packers,  the  earliest  members 
having  come  directly  from  Germany  about  100  years  ago. 

In  "Ever  New  England”  ,  a  book  of  Photographs  by  Samuel  Chamberlain 
wi£h  an  Introduction  by  Donald  Moffat,  appears  a  splendid  photograph  of 
the  bowsprits  of  two  three-masted  schooners  at  Rockland,  Maine,  bearing 
the  Klinck  name.  According  to  Dr.  Carl  F.  Klinck,  who  states  that  there 
were  and  are  Klincks  in  Rockland,  Maine,  who  were  ship  owners,  one  of 
these  ships  is  named  the  George  S.  Klinck,  the  other  Charles  H.  Klinck. 

Both  vessels  are  now  out  of  commission  and  the  photograph  bears  the 
caption  "Derelicts”.
